Researchers Find 


BOSTON (API—Two Harvard 


researchers said Thursday they 
have found a radioactive cle- 
ment in cigarette srnoko 
niFiy l>c a cause of lung cancer. 


Drs. Kdward P. Raclfonl and 


Vilma U. Hunt of the Harvard 
School of Public Health, dc- 
cribed their report as the first 
to suggest that radioisolopes In 
tobacco are involved in the pro- 
duction of lung cancer. 


While it has been shown that 


ionixing radiation can produce 
cancer in man, Radforil said, 
'We cannot say at this time 
that we have proven that radio- 
Activity is a cause of lung can- 
cr."
